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Highlights from the Canadian Nurses' Association 


BIENNIAL MEETING — 

The 24th annual convention of the Canadian 
Nurses’ Association was held at Mount Allison 
University, at Sackville, N. B., from June 28 to 
July 1st. Approximately TOO nurses from all 
parts of Canada were in attendance, as well as 
40 student nurses. Many of the nurses were 
from considerable distance and it constituted one 
of the largest meetings on record. 

Sackville is situated on the famous coast 
marshlands and is a small university town with 
two sustaining industries. To say the nurses 
took over the town is to put it mildly! Mount 
Allison is old in tradition and offered a quiet, 
learned setting for the serious deliberations of 
the meeting. The campus was alive with nurses 
flitting from building to building and with the 
habits of the many religious orders. All those 
attending lived in the three main residences, and 
I must say the nurses enjoyed it. It seemed like 
being in training again, up with the rising bell 
at 7 a.m. punctual for meals, which were cafeteria 
style and excellent. At night one could hear 
muffled laughter and vain “shushes” and every¬ 
one worked out their own bathroom routine. 


GREETINGS — 

Greetings and words of welcome were ten¬ 
dered at the first session, by the Lieut. Governor 
of New Brunswick; the Mayor of Sackville, the 
President of the University; President of the 
Board of Regents of the University; the Presi¬ 
dent of the New Brunswick Association of Re¬ 
gistered Nurses, and greetings were received from 
the Hon. Prime Minister, Mackenzie King; from 
the Hon. Minister of Health, Paul Martin, and 
from the American Nurses’ Association, extended 
by Miss Janet Geister, First Vice President of 
that organization. 

ENTERTAINMENT — 

New Brunswick hospitality seemed to have 
no limits. Everything was done to leave the dele¬ 
gates with very pleasant memories of the province 
by the sea. Arrangements included a Tea and 
Reception sponsored by the N. B. R. N. A.; a 
special convocation of Mount Allison University 
at which Miss Ethel Johns received the Honorary 
LL.D. degree; a bus trip along some 100 miles 
of N. B. coast line and a banquet at which the 
Mary Agnes Snively lecture was delivered by 
Dr. E. P. Scarlett of Calgary, Alta. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS — 

The meetings were presided over by Miss 
Rae Chittick of Calgary, Alberta, President. She 
took as her theme “Let us take pride in' our 
craft” — and urged (1) gradual re-organization 
of the education of nurses; (2) A national nursing 
survey to determine where emphasis should be 
placed in the recruitment, education, and employ¬ 
ment of nurses; (3) A concerted drive by the 
public and our organization for larger and more 
diverse assisting staffs in hospitals; (4) a con¬ 
tinued program for the improvement of working 
conditions for nurses; (5) A division of nursing 
in the Department of National Health and Wel¬ 
fare to assist the provincial health departments 
and provincial and national associations of nurses 
to give the best possible nursing service to Can¬ 
ada, and (6) a well organized and informative 
public relations program. 

PAPERS PRESENTED — 

Several fine addresses were given during 
the convention which gave much food for thought 
for the attending delegates. These are to be found 
in the September issue of the Canadian Nurse. I 
would urge you to read these. Outstanding were 
“The Nurse Seeks the University,” by Ethel 
Johns ; “Some International Aspects of Nursing,” 
by Bethina A. Bennett, O.B.E. Mrs. Bennett is 
chief nursing officer with the British Ministry 
of Labor and made the trip by plane to present 
her paper; “Supervision” by Nellie Gorgas, Ad¬ 
ministrator at St. Barnabas Hospital, Minneapolis, 
Minn., and “American Nurses’ Association Public 
Relations Program,” by Leon Dorais of the Ed¬ 
ward L. Bernays Organization, New York City. 
The Mary Agnes Snively Lecture by Dr. E. P. 
Scarlett, M.B., F.R.C.P., entitled “The Ram’s 
Horn” was enthusiastically received 

BIENNIAL REPORTS — 

Every registrant was supplied with compre¬ 
hensive reports and the remainder were printed 
in the June issue of the Canadian Nurse, so that 
all could be familiar with them and it saved time 
at the business sessions. Of special interest I 
quote a few items of interest — 

(1) The proposal asking the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment to create a division of nursing within 
the Department of National Health and Welfare. 

(2) The Kellogg Foundation has financed 
a three year survey of the use and misuse of pub¬ 
lic health personnel. 
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(3) The Canadian Nurses’ Association has 
promised to double the fee to the International 
Council of Nurses. This and other important 
projects now under way leaves the Association 
with a deficit which must be met with Provincial 
fees. It would therefore seem that it may well be 
necessary to ask the Provinces to increase their 
fee. All nurses were asked to stress this and 
support it in their own Association. 


(4) It was decided to investigate the bring¬ 
ing of D. P. nurses to Canada. 


(5) Permission was given the Canadian 
Nurse executive to inaugurate the contributory 
employee superannuation plan: i.e., 5% salary 
contribution by both employee and employer with 
the employee allowed to build 1 up the fund with 
voluntary contributions. 


(6) It was decided that at present a Public 
Relations Project was not feasible due to the 
expenditure involved although all present agreed 
that it was a vital and necessary need at the 
moment. 


(7) Miss Fidler’s report of the Experimental 
School at Windsor was well received. There were 
332 enquiries, 72 applications and 13 were ac¬ 
cepted. Affiliation includes nursing in Tuber¬ 
culosis, Paediatrics, Public Health and Psychiatry. 
The total cost to the student is between $250 and 
$300 which includes travelling expenses for the 
above. Illness is taken care of under the Blue 
Cross plan. The applicants to be eligible must 
have had their Secondary School Diploma, be 18 
years of age and of good health and personality. 


WORKSHOPS — 

The Workshops were a new feature of the 
Convention. Everyone had originally registered 
for the Workshops of their choice. Each had a 
specialist in charge and problems were selected 
for discussion each day. About forty were in each 
Workshop. These divided up into groups of eight 
and discussing and exchanging ideas and meeting 
with the entire group for the last half hour to 
pool results. It was surprising to see the gen¬ 
eral trend and unanimity of thought that the 
various groups produced when the total discus¬ 
sion was synopsized. 


NEW OFFICERS and NEXT MEETING — 


Elections and installation of officers took 
place at the last session. Miss Ethel Cryderman 
of Toronto is the new president. Miss Evelyn 
Mallory of the Faculty of University of British 
Columbia, Vice-President. 


The next biennial will be held in Vancouver, 
B. C., in 1950. 


For a stimulus to nursing, I recommend a 
C. N. A. meeting. My sincere thanks for choosing 
me your delegate. I hope that many of you will 
plan your summer vacation around the 1950 meet¬ 
ing. Make your slogan — Vancouver in 1950.

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CENTENARY ST. MICHAEL'S CATHEDRAL 
1848 -1948 

St. Michael's Cathedral has always seemed 
a part of our Hospital due to our contacts during 
training and later with our annual Memorial 
and Rededication Service, so we felt that you 
would be interested in the following account of 
the Cathedral contributed by Rev. Chas. E. Lan- 
phier who is preparing a pamphlet commemorat¬ 
ing the Centenary of the Cathedral. 


Today in special manner this great Cathedral 
holds the focus of attention, for within these 
very walls, a special Solemn High Mass of Thanks¬ 
giving is offered to God, to commemorate the 
centenary of its Consecration. It was consecrated 
on September 29th, 1848. 


Few English Catholic churches on this con¬ 
tinent, save perhaps St. Patrick’s Cathedral in 
New York, have as fascinating an appeal and 
history, as has St. Michael’s Cathedral. Travellers 
from great distances come to Toronto constantly 
to visit this ancient edifice of Gothic beauty, 
which like St. Patrick’s, is now also the seat of 
a Cardinal See, and like it also, was largely built 
by the pennies of the poor. When Bishop Power, 
Toronto’s first bishop bought the land, it was 
literally a corn field, a market garden; today it 
is the very heart of downtown Toronto. Bishop 
Power who is buried under the Cathedral died 
a victim of typhus fever, contracted in answer to 
a middle-of-the-night sick-call, which then raged 
among the immigrants. 


When Bishop Power laid the cornerstone of 
this Cathedral he chose the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
and the Most Pure Heart of Mary as the first 
and second patrons of this Archdiocese, perhaps 
the first in the entire world so dedicated and his 
third dedication made on that day, was to place 
the city of Toronto under the patronage and care 
of the Great Archangel St. Michael. 


St. Michael’s Cathedral has been the scene of 
many wonderful religious ceremonies and events 
during the past century; many archbishops and 
bishops have been consecrated here and even this 
past summer two Ukrainian Bishops or Exarchs 
were consecrated in its sanctuary with all the 
colorful splendor of the Oriental Rite: only last 


Wednesday, September 29, 1948,, Bishop Kenneth 
R. Turner, first Bishop of the Scarboro Foreign 
Mission Society, was consecrated by His Eminence 
James Cardinal McGuigan, as first Bishop of the 
ecclesiastical Province of Lishui, China. No cere¬ 
mony, however, in all its evfentful history equalled 
the reception and liturgical function that marked 
the homecoming of Canada’s first English-speak¬ 
ing Cardinal, His Eminence, James Charles Mc¬ 
Guigan, who was created a Prince of the Church 
on February 18th, 1946.

It was just a year ago that I arrived in Bo¬ 
gota. It hardly seems possible that I have been 
here so long. It has all been so new and so much 
has happened that it makes time fly. You no 
doubt, read of part of our experiences during 
the Rebellion, April 9th. An article written by 
my husband appeared in the May 15 Canadian 
Register. It is one of those things one prefers 
to forget. All seems calm again, but we still have 
curfew at 1 a.m. 


Dear Miss Murphy — 

Once again I am out of hospital, and hope 
and pray this time to stay out. As you no doubt 
have heard, I had a right pneumonectomy, and 
am coming along very well. I still have some time 
to convalesce, but hope to be around and able 
to live a fairly, normal life, once I get adjusted 
to one lung.

Haggart, ’35, visit me while I was in the Royal 
Edward Hospital. I certainly appreciated your 
thoughtfulness and enjoyed her visit. I also wish 
to thank you for the “News” and find it most 
interesting.
